Expenditure Over Thirty-Nine Millions for Elementary 
and Secondary Textbooks Single Year—Two 


Thirds All Textbooks Publicly Provided Schools 


EXTBOOKS purchased for use

schools and elementary schools 

the United States caused ex- 

penditure $39,024,067 the latest 

year for which the figures have been 

prepared, according the informa- 

tion made available recently the 

Office Education the Department 
the Interior. 

This sum represented the purchase 
58,089,967 separate volumes, and 
more than nine-tenths the expendi- 
ture was concerned with 
schools, was stated. 

the books bought for public 
schools, 65.6 per cent the expendi- 
ture came from State and other 
agencies providing free books for pu- 
pils, according the statement. 


education expended 
$23,256,151 supplying free text- 
books. The acting chief the statis- 
tical division, Maris Proffitt, 
commenting the data, stated that 
the total net sales textbooks cov- 
ering all books distributed the pub- 
lic schools which amounted $35,- 
511,992, individuals supplying their 
own books spent $12,255,841.

Other problems discussed included 
the following: causes blisters the 
backbone books, case-making prob- 
lems, use bible paper folding 
machines, and back-gluing machines.

For Past Three Years Bookbinders Trade Association 
Has Used This Uniform Method Securing Costs 


ORE than three years use 
has tested the uniform method 

securing costs employed 
the Bookbinders Trade Association, 
New York City. 

The association cost system has 
been adapted fit the needs New 
York pamphlet, ruling, and commer- 
cial binderies. Its avowed purpose 
arrive accurate rates for costs 
binder calculate the cost work 
produced and estimate logically the 
cost work done. 

the preparation the system 
much was learned and great deal 
was borrowed from the cost-finding 

important variation, however, 
from systems employed related in- 
dustries has been the use percent- 
ages overhead instead hour rates 
for hand work and small machines. 
these departments uneven labor 
charge important factor. 

Interest investment, often fa- 
vored item cost, taken care 
members. 

Although interlocking cost rec- 
ords with general books account 
highly desirable, the association has 
not yet placed stress upon this prin- 
ciple because has desire limit 
the number plants installing the 
system. 

The work falls into two sections:

Official Statements Summarize Views Oversewing Machine 
Manufacturers and Complainants, Wm. Rademaekers 
and Son Company and Universal Publishing Syndicate 


October was issued 

wired statement BOOKBINDING 
MAGAZINE the Oversewing Machine 
Company, Los Angeles: 

“The Oversewing Machine Com- 
pany not the only one concerned 
the claim that its machines in- 
fringe the Gailer patent Septem- 
ber 14, 1915. notices 
through the mail and publication 
have brought this the attention 
all library binders and most librari- 
ans. desire therefore publish 
flat denial the alleged infringe- 
ment; call attention what, our 
opinion, unfair competition the 
part the complainants; and as- 
sure every owner Oversewing 
machine and every librarian that 
perfectly safe the continued use 
his Oversewing machine and 
Oversewing. 

“There infringement the 
part our machines. have com- 
petent legal advice this question. 
Proof technical matter properly 
jurisdiction where the testimony will 
rightly understood. are ready 
into such court. The published 
notice says that suit has been brought 
against the manufacturers. Where and 
when brought, ask. Certainly 
have not yet been served any suit 
either Boston Los Angeles 
where our executive officers are regu- 
larly found. 

“Is there any premeditated reason 
for failing serve promptly and 
thus hasten bringing the suit trial? 
believe that there are least two 
such reasons. First, the complainants 
are both corporations engaged the 
business library binding, and one 
them has shops several widely 
separated localities. the aggregate 
they themselves use some ten Over- 
sewing machines. Therefore, what- 
ever extent they can cause other li- 
brary binders desist from the use 
their own Oversewing machines, 
they, the complainants, may expect 
gain corresponding increase 


following statement dated 


their own businesses. This situation 
promises them profit irrespective 
the outcome any suit for infringe- 
ment. consider unfair compe- 
tition. 

“Second, elsewhere this issue 
publish advertisement containing 
letter written the name the 
Universal Publishing Syndicate, one 
its president. This letter tells the li- 
brarian certain public library 
about the notice infringement then 
shortly appear. Continuing, Mr. 
Carroll evidently misstates his mean- 
ing which machine infringes, 
but leaves doubt his intention 
alarm the librarian about the pos- 
sible collection back royalties grow- 
ing out the alleged infringement 
unless that librarian will give the 
work that public library his own 
bindery. 

“If this does not constitute unfair 
competition, then not under- 
stand its nature. can easily take 
two years litigate patent suit and 
longer dilatory tactics are em- 
ployed. Meanwhile, library binders 
generally can dissuaded from us- 
ing their Oversewing machines and 
also many librarians can made 
believe that their security lies 
having their books oversewed only 
the binderies Messrs. Wm.
